No Impastors Wanted. 


Clerk, R.F.D. 2, Walhalla, S.C. 
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The following by Adam Clark, we 
feel is so to the point that it will be 
helpful to all our readers. 

My dear brethren: You are en- 
gaged in the most important work 
in the universe. Commissioned by 
(od Almighty, you are sent to ex- 
plain and enforce the mystery which 
had been hidden from former ages; 
that glorious theme of salvation, 
the redemption of a lost world by 
the incarnation, suffering, and 
death of Jesus Christ. 

As you have no doubt deeply con- 
sidered the nature of the work, and 
counted the cost; and have deliber- 
ately chosen your present employ- 
ment at the certain loss of every 
worldly prospect, and at the hazard 
of your life; permit one who has 
learned experience ona variety of 
points connected with a preacher’s 
usefulness, and at no ordinary ex- 
pense either (having had the pains 
to be often instructed through the 
medium of his own blunders ) to give 
vou the following advices:

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without consulting your brethren. 

5. Believe evil of no one; unless 
you see it done, take heed how you 
credit it. Put the best construction 
oneverything. You know the judge 
is always supposed to be on the pri- 
soner’s side. 


6 Speak evil of no one; else your 
words especially, would eat as doth 
a canker: keep your thoughts with- 
in your breast, till you come to the 
person concerned. 

7. Tell every one what you think 
wrong in him, and that plainly, as 
soon as may be, else it will fester in 
your heart. 

S. Do not affect the gentleman. 
You have no more to do with this 
character than with that of a dane- 
ingmaster. <A preacher of the gos- 
pel should be the servant of all. 

4, Be ashamed of nothing but 
sin; not of fething wood or drawing 
water, if time permit: nor of clean- 
ing your own shoes nor those of 
your neighbors. 

10. Be punctual: do every thing 
exactly at the time; and keep our 
rules, not for wrath, but for con- 
science’ sake. 

11. You have nothing to do but 
to save souls; therefore, spend and 
be spent in this work; and go al- 
ways, not only to those who want 
you, but those who want you most. 

12. It is net your business to 
preach so many times, merely, orto 
take care of this or that society ; 
but to Save as many souls as you 
ean. 

You preach, not merely to ex- 
piain God’s Word, but to save souls: 
whenever you forget this vou go 
astray. 

Il have known ministers, and of 
ho mean note either, who seldom 
have a scul comforted under their 


> (4 otene — no, hoe es , . £ ed 
miimisiry merely vecause of the 


harsh austere, manner of preaching 
the gospel. Others, far their in- 
feriors in point of ministerial quali- 
fictions, get souls for their hire 
wherever they come, principaly 
(under God) through their affect- 
ionate manner of recommending the 
gospel of the grace of Christ. Of 
the former it has been justly said, 
they make even the promises of God 
too hot to be held. 

Beware of discouraging the peo- 
ple; therefore avoid continually 
finding fault withthem. This does 
very great hurt. There are some 
whose sermons impie:s nothing but 
terror, and though they point out 
the heights and depths of holiness, 
yet they leave the hearers no cour- 
age to follow on to know the Lord. 
There are others who become cen- 
sor general of the different societies 
to whom they preach. This (im- 
perceptibly to themselves) spoils 
their own tempers, begets a spirit 
of uncharitableness and greatly in- 
jures their usefulness. 

If you find a society fallen or fall- 
ing, examine as closely as you can 
to find out all the good that is a- 
mong them; and copying Christ’s 
conduct towards the seven Asiatic 
churches, preface all you have to 
savy, on the head of their backslid- 
ing, with the good that remains in 
them; and make that good: which 
they still possess, the reason why 
they should shake themselves fro:

I tried the former way and did no 
good. I abandoned it and adopted 
the latter and God blest it. Mr. 
Wesley used to give the significant 
appellatinn of ““Croakers’’ to those 
who were always telling the people, 
“ve are falled! ye are fallen!’? 
and he observed that such injured 
tne work of God wherever they 
came. IL have in general foun 
that those who are most frequent 
in the above cry are such as have 


sufered lossin their own souls. and, 
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taking a prospect of what is within, 
they imagine that all they see are 
in the same apostate condition with 
themselves. 

Man is naturally prone tu act in 
therefore take good hed 
that while you avoid the above evil 
you fall not into that other of

of the wicked or the backslidings of 
the peopleuf God. Cases may oc- 
cur that will require public and cu 
ting reproof, but as I hinted before, 
in all such cases copy the example 
of our blessed Lord to the 
Asiatic churches.
